Attention  Girls 
Interested  In  4-F's 

ALBUQUERQUE,  New  Mex. 
(ACT) — P’s  simple  matter  to 
make  a  geologist  happy.  Just 
give  him  a  set  of  statistics  and 
he  is  quite  likely  to  make  a 
map  out  of  them. 

That’s  what  Dr.  Stuart  A. 
Northrop,  head  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  New  Mexico  geol¬ 
ogy  department,  did  with  the 
statistics  from  General  Her- 
shey’s  annual  Selective  Ser¬ 
vice  report  published  recent¬ 
ly.  Dr.  Ndrthrop’s  map  shows 
the  distribution  of  4-F’s 
throughout  the  nation. 

General  Hershey  reported 
that  2,206,115  registrants  out 
of  a  total  of  26,332,900  have 
been  placed  in  4-F,  which  is 
composed  of  men  classified  as 
“mentally,  morally,  or  physi¬ 
cally  unaccptable  to  ihe  aTm- 
ed  forces.”  The  percentages 
for  the  individual  states  range 
from  52  for  Wyoming  and  5.3 
for  Utah  to  11,6  for  Louisi¬ 
ana  and  12.8  for  the  District 
of  Columbia.  The  national 
average  is  8.4  per  cent,  while 
New  Mexico’s  average  is  9.2 
per  ent. 

Dr.  Northrop  used  five  dif¬ 
ferent  colors  on  the  maps  to 
distinguish  percentage  ranges. 
All  of  the  healthy  states  are 
in  the  north;  all  of  the  un¬ 
healthy  states  are  in  the 
south  and  southeast.  This  in¬ 
dicates  some  correlation  be¬ 
tween  climate  and  4-F’s.
